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DETAILED ACTION 
Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 03/07/07 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
Patent Number 7,006,594 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer 
has been recorded. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 
37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: 
Claim 20 is cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-19 and 21 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

5. As per claim 1 and dependent claims 2-9, the examiner found no reference in 
the prior art that disclosed or made obvious a method comprising the steps of: 
determining variation in a motion pattern based on at least one of an estimated detector 
positions and pin positions; and adjusting the motion pattern for an energy source based 
on the variation and including all limitations as recited in independent claim 1 . 

6. As per claims 10, 11 and 18 and dependent claims 12-17 and 19, the examiner 
found no reference in the prior art that disclosed or made obvious a system comprising: 
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an angular beam adjustment module for adjusting at least one angle of a motion pattern of 
an electron beam generated by an energy source based on variation of position of the 
motion pattern from a desired position over time and including all limitations as recited in 
independent claims 10 11 and 18. 

7. As per claim 21, the examiner found no reference in the prior art that disclosed or 
made obvious a method comprising the steps of: correcting variations between measured 
parameter values and a set of desired parameter values to produce corrected parameter 
values; and modifying coil current deflecting an electron beam based on corrected 
parameter values and all limitations recited in independent claim 21.
